THE SINKING OF THE FIRENZE, 


November 13, 3.00 p.m. 

_ , According ta Renter's correspondent in Romo details of the 
sinking of tha Firenze have been reosived from Syraonas. The 
steamer carried thirty-three pagsengera and a crew. of sixty-four. 
On Tuesday afternoon, she was proceeding on her voyage in fine 
weather, when, thirty-six miles from Syracuse, 4 sabmarine suddenly 
appesred three handred yarda away and fired e gaa without bitting 
the steamer. The passengera and ongine-room staff, tho latter 
almost entirely consisting of Loscara, then rushed on deck, The 
sabmerine approaching cortinued to fire, striking the steamer’s 
radder. Tha commender of the sabmarine then ordered the 
abandonment of the steamer. Six bosts were lowered and, as roon 
as they wore clear, the submarine cank the vessel, twenty-eight shots 
being fired. Tho survivora spent the night in the boats, making for 
Sicily. ‘The sea was calm and the first bost to resoa Syracuse con- 
tained the captain of the Firenze aud s namber of Lascara. 
destroyor searched for the other boate and found three, one of which 
had capsiged and the inmates of which bad been picked up by the 
other boatg. One boat carrying the firat officer, six passengers (one 
of them 6 woman) and fourtesn of the crew, mostly Lascars, ig 
missing. The sabmarine flew the Austrian flag and was of o now 
type, 200 ft. long.

THE GERMAN CONCESSIONS IN CHINA. 


—_¢— 


From a suggestion made by one of the Russian papers, which 
appeared in our wires of Saturday, it ie evidont that Britishers are 
not slons in realising that tho German in Obina ia as mischievous 
as‘he ia elsewhere, The paper in question, the Novos Vremya, 
ventures even farther than the British press has‘ dono, for it‘frankly 
“arges the seizuraof all German concsesiona in China,” on the 
grounds that the Germans there “are supplying arme and explosives [ 

to Chinese revolutionaries, ond are organising bomb outrages.” 
Hongkong people scarcely need tobe teld that the Novos Vremya'a 
accusation is not just a wild and sweoping statement-provoked by 
animosity,sgainst Germony. While our friends at Homo have been 
busy ‘watching the progress oftgreater mattors, we in this Colony 
have lacked neither leiaare nor opportunity to observa, what ia going 
on in oug-almoet immediate neighbourhood, and we are fully aware 
“thatt66 German olemeat io this part of the world constitutes.a very 
uppreciable:danger to the well being of China sad to the legitimate 
interesta of the Alliea in the Far Eist. We are also aware, unless 
we spend the-greater part.of our‘time in sleap, that the nearer thoir 
country draws to its downfall the more dangerovaly (becauas the 
more reckleealy) mischievous will the Far Eastern Germans becomo, 
The growing audacity of the prcoeedinga of their brethren in the 
United States is, of,itsalf, enough to asaure us of thie, even if we 
had no stronger proof immediately before our eyes. 

Some of our readera will remember that, before the war was 

half an ho~r old, offensive pamphleta were plentifally circulated 
inthis Ooluc, 1 in Kwangtang Province—anquestionably the 
work of Germans—which represented the British Em pire in as black 
8 light as might bo, and lsid to it the entire responsibility for the 
war. ‘The Hongkong Chinese were.too loyal and too wise to recaive 
theeo fpublications other than with ridicule, but in China proper it 
waa necessarily quite-another matter. Canton and allicther Treaty 
Ports have been persistently employed as distribating centres for 
felee war bulletina and for pamphlets caloulated to discr <.t the 
sntnb, which were deliberately intended for circulation among 
King George's.subjeote all over the East, from the Suez to Wei-hai- 
wei. As the ovtlook bacame blacker for ‘Germary, eo the output 
and the poisonous natare of thees publicationa increased, Of late, 
too, operationa havo t-kon a more material turo, sa witness the arma, 
cage,in Shanghai, reported in our columnue a fortnight ago. Even 
if this were an ieolated care it ehould be quite sufficient ts show that 
the German is in China for no benefit to the Alliea,
